New 
York 
Company 
Anxious to Locate 
Plant in Non-Union 
Town Because of 
Strikes. 


Through the efforts of C. E. Sloane, 
form er secretary of the Cham ber of 
Commerce, G ettysburg has what ap­ 
parently is an excellent opportunity 
for the establishm ent of a shoe fac­ 
tory here. 
Although Mr. Sloane sev­ 
ered his connections with the local 
civic organization on October I, he has 
nevertheless been active in endeavor­ 
ing to bring the shoe industry to Get­ 
tysburg. 
A representative of the concern, at 
present located in New York City, 
where the firm has been in business 
for 12 years, was in G ettysburg F ri­ 
day, looking over the labor situation 
and possible buildings for the housing 
of the business. 
A suitable building for the new en­ 
terprise was found by the New York­ 
er, who was informed th at he prob­ 
ably would experience little difficulty 
securing male and female help, if the 
firm decided to locate here. 
W ants Non-Union Town 
The shoe m anufacturer gave as his 
leason for desiring to move his busi­ 
ness from New York the fact that 
since January I, this year, he has 
passed through two strikes, necessi- 
TaTing" complete sh u tting down of his 
plant for four months and the loss of 
over 
$12,000. 
He 
was 
especially 
anxious, he said, to locate in a non­ 
union town. 
The shoe factory, if located here, 
would employ about 
75 
men 
and 
women at the start, increasing to 125 
as business demanded. 
The present 
plant in New York City employs 125 
workers. 
The plant would have a yearly pay­ 
roll of $80,000, which would be in­ 
creased within several years, it was 
stated, to between $150,000 and $200,- 
000. 
The firm at present is m anufactur­ 
ing children’s shoes and its output is 
sold to jobbers. 
Four towns in Pennsylvania are 
seeking to induce the New Yorker 
to bring his business to their com­ 
munities, but he informed Mr. Sloane 
th at of the four he preferred to lo­ 
cate in G ettysburg, if certain con­ 
ditions can be met by the town. 
About $10,000 Needed 
To decide if the town can finance 
the transfer of the business to Get­ 
tysburg, the directors of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce will hold a special 
meeting, Monday evening. Mr. Sloane 
raid the term s which the New York 
m anufacturer specifies before moving 
here are less drastic and should be 
much easier to meet than those asked 
by the Newark Shoe Company, of Bal­ 
timore, which demanded $40,000 be­ 
fore it would establish a branch plant 
here. 
While the exact demands of the New 
Yorker were not divulged, 
it 
was 
learned that the total sum necessary 
to secure the new industry for Get­ 
tysburg was approxim ately one-fourth 
of the amount demanded by the Bal­ 
tim ore concern.

NEW 38,000 CLAIM 
AGAINST LYNCH 
COMES TO LIGHT 


Keeps Secret 


Columbia Flint Com­ 
pany, Of Aspers, Gets 
Permission To Prose­ 
cute In Federal 
Court. 


The suit of the 
Columbia 
Flint 
Company, of Aspers, against George 
W. Lynch, former proprietor of tho 
Eagle Hotel, to recover $8,000 which 
has been pending in local courts the 
last two years, is to he carried to 
the federal courts to prosecute judg­ 
ment, permission having been granted 
by Judge Donald P. McPherson 
The case grows out of supplying 
wood for the Marine camp in Get­ 
tysburg in 1918 for which Mr. Lynch 
had the contract, end purchased wood 
to the amount of $8,000 from the 
Columbia Flint Company, for which 
settlem ent had never been made, ac­ 
cording to the prosecution. 
Mr. Lynch’s affairs were recently 
thrown into bankruptcy, which auto­ 
matically makes the trustee a party 
to the suit, and makes the federal 
court the prober tribunal to prosecute 
judgment to liquidate the damages, it 
is pointed out. 
Mr. Lynch’s liabili­ 
ties were placed at about $83,000 and 
if a favorable ruling is obtained by 
the Columbia Flint Company in this 
case, the liabilities will be increased 
to more than $40,000, it is said. 
The Columbia Flint Company will 
not have .a preferred claim if judg- 
ment is sustained, but will merely be-1 
come one of the creditors, along with 
J 75 or more others caught when Mr. 
; Lynch failed financially, it is pointed

Washington, Oct. 9.—Deaths from 
automobile accidents in seventy-eight 
of the principal cities of the United 
States totaled 4168 during the first 
thirty-six weeks of 1926. This is an 
average, the Commerce Department 
reported today, of more than sixteen 
deaths a day and is equivalent to an 
annual death rate of 18.9 for every 
I OO JKK) persons. 
There was a considerable variation 
from month to month in the number 
of fatalities. 
Starting with 431 in 
the January Period, the total fell off 
to a minimum of 347 in March, in­ 
creased to 549 for the four weeks end­ 
ing June 19, was lower for the next 
two periods and increased to a maxi­ 
mum of 650 in the month ending Sep­ 
tember ll. 
Of the thirty-three largest cities,

garden of spring flowers. 
And then there is that uplifting style and type 
of poetry like Tennyson's “Ulysses” and Joaquin Miller’s “Columbus.” 
Short essays are stimulating reading for a business man who wants 
to clear out the cobwebs in his brain at the end of the day. Charles Lamb’s 
“Essays of Elia” are wonderful and if you are not too tired “Heroes and 
Hero Worship” by Carlyle. 
Tho latter was one of my earliest favorites. 
Fiction in the shape of novels helps to give great elasticity to tho mind. 
But good novels should be read—those that have withstood the test of 
time. 
I remember sitting up in my Pullman bed and in my hotel room un­ 
til nearly morning rending “Jane Eyre.” 
One of the world’s 
greatest 
hooks and a work of art written by a woman, Charlotte Bronte. 
You cannot be wholly alone with a book around.

Following on the heels of many 
complaints received during the 1926 
touring season in regard to the poor 
quality of food and accommodations 
given by many of the farm houses 
and boarding houses catering to motor 
tourist travel along the highways, the 
American Automobile Association, of 
which the Gettysburg Motor Club is 
a part, has issued a statement de­ 
claring that the state health authori­ 
ties must extend their licensing and 
supervision to such places in the in­ 
terest of public health and safety. 
The complaints which prompted the 
A. A. A. investigation and today’s 
statement came from every section of 
the country, it having been found that 
there is everywhere along the highways 
places offering tourist accommoda­ 
tions that are in no Way equipped to 
give a standard of service that safe­ 
guards health requirements. 
The A. A. A., said the statement, 
fully recognizes that the growth of 
motor touring in recent years has 
oreated a demand for lodgings along 
the highways.

A. A., “these boarding houses do not 
come up to the minimum require­ 
ments of the state health departments 
either as regards sanitation or foot! 
and water.” The A. A. A. statement 
continued: 
“At the moment, there is no regu­ 
lation or supervision 
whatever of 
these establishments. The number of 
complaints forthcoming indicate clear­ 
ly that in a great many instances they

‘ In too many cases, the ‘room and 
bath’ advertised simply means one 
dilapidated bath in a house df ten 
rooms. 
Ninety-nine times out of a 
hundred, the tourist who enters such 
places has no knowledge whatever of 
who is running them, what previous 
sickness the placp may have harbored, 
or whether he can depend on getting 
pure food and untainted' water. The 
situation is aggravated by ‘Gyp’ out­ 
fits which start many unqualified peo­ 
ple in the business of cateidng to 
motorists by selling them signs that 
mislead the motorist as to the char­ 
acter of the place. 
“No rule of health is better estab­ 
lished than that which requires the 
supervision and 
licensing of hotels 
and restaurants doing business with 
the public. Surely, when there are'so 
many millions travelling the highways 
and subjected to the danger that may 
lurk in unsupervised and unlicensed 
boarding houses, the day’s at hand 
when the states must take cognizance 
of the situation. 
Water Often Bad 
“It will prove to the advantage of 
all concerned because it would in­ 
crease public confidence in such board­ 
ing houses as pass muster with the 
state health authorities and put out of 
business those that do not reach the 
necessary health standards. There is 
no doubt whatever that out of every 
ten people who fall victims to sickness 
while touring, nine of them can at­ 
tribute it to bad food or tainted water 
received in roadside lodgings. 
“Motorists by and large have learn­ 
ed to shy clear of untested roadside 
water because of the campaign 
of 
education conducted by health officials 
and by motor clubs. Too often, how­ 
ever, they overlook the fact thit water 
supplied by the poor type of boarding 
bouse may be more dangerous than 
the roadside spring on which their is 
no ‘seal of safety’ sign.”
